‘The output during the 
ee ursce of many centuries of work 
‘end industry is known to have 
‘been enormous, and'a great deal 
still fortunately oxists, in spite 
tof the fact that, owing «to ‘fre- 
quert dynastic changes and the 
itransference and distribution of 
capitals, there was a terrible 
inmount, especially ‘of ppintings, 
destroyed. 


Influence on the West. 


The influence of Chinese art 
on the West is too well known to 
need stressing. From the 15th 
century, when the first attempts 
at colonisation of the Far East 
tock place, the influence of: Chin- 
ese pottery began to be felt in 
the West, and the statement that 
European porcelain is in fact 
byt an offspring of Chinese pot- 
tery is, I think, incontrovertible. 
The great repute of Chinese pot- 
tery in England and America has 
in fuet sone on undiminished for 
centuries, and it is seldom that 
European procelain does. not 
show some. trace of Chinese 
eenius. It is not surprising that 
fur centuries the English have 
termed poreelain “china.” To go 
further back, Chinese infiuence 
on the West is evidenced by the 
faet that the Greek name for 
“Chinese” was “Seres,” which is 
derived from the Greek word for 
raw silk, and from which cur 
own name for silk is derived. 

The study of Chinese art is a 
very large one indecd, and the 
ordinury ‘person can achieve very 
little with the time at his dis- 
posal. We are therefore very}. 
grateful to the promoters of this 
exhibition ‘for giving us a prac- 
tical opportunity of acquiring 
greater knowledge’ of it than 
would otherwise be possible. 


An Early Impression. , 


Another object of this Exhibi- 
tion is to exhibit aspects

"It docs not disclose ‘a very 
nieg state . of affairs,” was the 
comment of. the chairman of the 
Kuala Lumour Sanitary Board 
om a report .on Chinese 
dying .houses which came up 
at, the Board’s meeting on Octo- 
ber 7, says ‘the Straits ‘Times’ 
Kuala. Lumpur Correspondent.’ 

The report, which «was made 
at the request of an unofficial 
member, Mr..W. J. P, Grenier, 
was referred to u standing corn- 
mittee, 

The Health OM cer, Dr. W. J. 
Vickers, reported as follows:—~ 

I first investigeted the pro- 
blem jiresented by these places 
in 1928, ‘Attempts have been 
made to improve them since that 
date but any proper progress has 
been negatived, from. 2a practical 
noint of view, by the fact that 
the bylaws which control them 
are really framed’ to deal: with 
common lodging houses and so 
are unsuitable for any other pur- 
OKC, 

Known Only to a Few People. 

Apart from the facilities offer- 
cd by the hospitals of this town 
to the sick and the dying, insti- 
tutions exist among the Chinese 
whereby accommodation is set 
«side in certain houses by cer- 
tnin associations or. persons for 
a similar purpose. 
has said that he was unaware of 
the existence of these places he- 
fore reading my report and it is 
safe to say: that few people know 
of the existence ‘of thia unsatis- 
oe featin'e of our communal 
ife. 

Six ledging houses for the re- 
ception of the sick and dying ex- 
ist in Kuala Lumpur at the mo- 
ment, and while one of these ap- 
pears to provide for quiet and 
rest, the remainder show condi- 
tions which are totally unsuited 
to persons not in a.good state of 
health. 

At a meeting of the Municipal 


wards the end of 1929, when this 
same question was under discus- 
sion, it was stated that the way 
in which these houses were run 
in Singapore was a. disgrace ‘to 
humanity. ; 

The same might well. be said 
of Kuala’ Lumpur. in that: about 
90 per cent. of the cases are 
merely sent to these, lodging 
houses to die and their- deaths 
are attended: with no solemnity. 
No attempt is made to give pro- 
per attention and the patients re- 
ceive no qualified medical super- 
vision, 

I have, myself, seen. several 
eases . which, ‘on. the history,, 
would possibly, Jif ‘treated pro- 
perly, have reeovered. At my 


last visit I observed the body of 
a small child which was brought 
into one of our local dying houses

COURT'S DI DECISION. 

In the Full Court yesterday, thair 
Lordships the Chief Justice and the 
Puisne Judye ordered a re-hearing |: 
de novo of the case of possession of 
anti-Japanese «writings. against 
Chana Win-cho, head master of the!-- 
Yuek Chee Boys’ School, Nathan 
Road, .- Kowloon; and aliowed the 
‘appeal of Lau Wing-sang, assistant 
mastar of the school, with costs. 

Originally .Chan: was sentenced to 
six months and Laut who wrote on 
a black board, to 12 months’ hard 
labour, by Mr. J. A. Fraser, Magia, 
trate ut the Kowloon Court. . Sub- 
sequently. he re-bpened the case 
when he confirmed. the sentence on 
Lan und amended that on Chan to 
a fine of $600 or-three months’ hard 
labour. 

Their Lordships. heard. Mr. 
Fitzroy against Chan in the after- 
noon. “Mr. Fitzroy admitted that 
the school office was.used by several 
individuils, but the appellant had 
admitted that the desk in the office 
was hig private desk. There was 
no evidence other than the fact 
that the letters coniplained of were 
on uppellant’s desk. 

The Assistant Attorney-General 
submitted that there was evidence | 
and said that one might receive 
such a letter and, perhaps, keep, it 
Without intending to use it, may 
be as a curio, but that would make 
him liable.
